Kananovitch stated that he was returning "home”. Inasmuch as Kananovitch 

has not returned to Munich, Kushal assumes he has gone to Byelorussia for ^ • ;

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V Upon leaving Blalystok, he went to Slemi&tice (phonetic) near the 

•vByelozueeian (USS^) border and at this place he presented himself to an Orthodox 
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priest, jfgojr Monitch, contacted this priest vas not recalled J^Eushal./ The 
date at this tine vas August 1948. After a few days, the priest t amed Kon- 
itch over to a peasant named Eananchuk vho, although not a partisan, had con- 
tact with, the partisans. Kanych uhi to ok Monitch to his house and that nl^it 
brought. in, an active partisan* 

'■ Moxdtch and the partisan left Kananchuk* s house under cover of dark- 
ness. and crossed the Polish-Soviet frontier. It took the two men about two 
hours- to cross the frontier using the most difficult terrain as their path. 
About 10 kilometers east of the frontier. Monitch vas blindfolded by his com- 
panion and led to an underground shack in a deep forest. At this shack. Mon- 
itch was Interrogated for a lengthy period of time*, He said he had been sent 
by KOiihal to meet general Y ttrfnchfa^ neminni military leader of the Byelorussian 
partisans. <He vas forced to tell all he knew about Xtiahal ajGd his wife to es-" 
tablish his bona fldes- The men who was interrogating Monitch would ask a 
question, leave, and theg return, giving the impression that he was in radio 
contact with Vit^ushka jj>t had the ptV oj m 

After the conversation was over. Monitch was blindfolded, led out of 
the forest and taken back across the border to gananchnTH a house, where he 
was told to wait for further developments.

While staying with ICananr/nnk , Monitch got a job on the railroad and > 
vent via rail to Hovogrodek as a stowaway. The route followed was the railroad 
from Bialyatok to Bar&novice, thence north to Hovojelnia *ynd on to Hovogrodek. 

He went from Hovogrodek to lubcha (lubes) , hi a birthplace. At he was 

led- by old neighbors of his to the partisan group of Haliboki in the forest of 
Hieleboaskaya Pustcha. a 
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The chief of the partisans of this area vent under the name of KaJgfl^a J 
however, Monitch was met by a Dr. Bardanovic, who had been a medical officer^"' 
under Ktishal. He also met a HajorPub. who vaa an ex-officer under Shshal and 
. gained the complete confidence *of both these men. At various times Monitch was 
promised a meeting with Vitoushfca, but this never materialized. 



TTpon hid departure from this group, Monitch was' told that he was to 
be accompanied back to Germany by a trusted partisan company consnander named 
Maj^r^EOkBi. - In all. Monitch had spent about five to six months on TJSSH 



'The tvo^men made the trip to Poland on foot, bypassing all roads 
and communication points. After reaching Polish territory, they took a train 
and got ae far as the nevJy-acgplred western Polish territory- At, a railroad 
station, Xalka was arrested by the Polish police, apparently after having been 
' recognized by former members of the Araiya Xraiova who had been transferred 
to the ?oli& police. There Is no farther record of Kalka. Ronitch escaped 
and at this point destroyed a letter and a photograph which the partisans had 
entrusted to him for delivery to Kushal. • 
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Shortly after BaOka 1 s arrest and in another town Monitch, himself, 
,was arrested ae a vagrant and given a six months 1 prison term. After serving 
^hU sentence, he was sent to work at a ^olkhoz near the Polish-German border. 
The head of this kolkhoz was a notorious black marketeer who enlisted the 
services of Monitch as one of his sales agents. Through the medium of thin 
kolkhoz chief. Monitch was able to* cross the Polish-Geman border and get to 
the VS sector of Berlin in December 1949. r <r 
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Monitch reported to CIO In Berlin and was put in a refugee camp. 

He was taken out of this camp by a US Colonel named Scht ch erb in '^pherbln?/ 
and mjott'Ms insistence to see Kushal, 2voritch.uk came to sen him. Later 
2voritci.uk end US authorities took Monitch to Munich, where lie still resides. 

Nonitch provided ggghal with satisfactory evidence that he had been 
in Poland, In a Polish prison and working in a kolkhoz. He also was able 
to pick out and name several people that kushal knew* were definitely members 
of partisan groups In Byelorussia from photographs in Kushal* a possession. 

Kushal is 100$ satisfied that Monitch met the partisans and stayed with them*

Monitch passed on to Kushal the partisans* message, according to st 
which they are ^ell supplied with German and Soviet weapons and even have . \ 
sufficient ammunition for the forseeable future. Their main shortages occur 
in the field of medical applies, and there is no hope of obtaining enough . 
oven for their most urgent needs, as the Soviets themselves axe desperately 
short of medical supplies, at least in the 33SE. (Bandages may be purchased • , 
for as higi as 500 rubles each.) v

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9. In 1948, the partisans planned a major scheme in the area of Baranoviose. 

A They attacked the airport near Baranovicze in an attempt to steal several' planes 
' with which to send emissaries to Western Europe. The Soviets were prepared for ‘ 

* this attack and inflicted 1 serious losses upon the partisans; Vitushka was wounded^.

10. gvnfrni believes that the partisan movement in Byelorussia has a con- - - 
' f siderable potential both for immediate intelligence purposes and for military 

uorboses in case of an Bast-Vest conflict because Byelorussia lies astride the 
rniTsttPP^ route for Soviet troops in the West. He is convinced that contact 
; i * with t hem would be of great importance for the US. - He suggests that Honitch 
and additional personnel should be carefully briefed and dispatched to the 
BSSH. One of the short-range purposes of such a mission would be the establish- 
’ - '• nen t of radio communication with the partisans, for which they are natu ral ly 

• y, eager and perhaps even prepared. In furtherance of long-range plans, he. pro- ^
